is not only my privilege, but a great pleasure to welcome 
ae al to the i 4srd Semi-Annual Conclave of this Grand Com- 
mandery. It is my sincere desire that each and every one of you 
may enjoy the informality of this Conclave, and the associations 
with your Fraters during our clambake, and the entertainment 
to follow which has been prepared by the Past Commanders 
Association for your pleasure. ; 

It is a pleasure for us to again meet in Freemasons’ Hall in the 
City of Providence, where Templar Masonry had its beginning 
in this country, and the city where this Grand Commandery was 
founded by Sir Knight Thomas Smith Webb in 1802. 

It is not my purpose today to make a full report on my ad- 
ministration of the affairs of Grand Commandery from October 
27, 1948 to the present time as it is my intention to make a com- 
plete report at the Annual Conclave on October 26, 1949. 


Grand Commandery has had a most successful year to date. 
We have had a large increase in the number of Petitions received, 
and we have had greater social activities and the attendance at 
our Inspections will show a substantial increase over previous 
years, proving that Templary is on the march and it is only fitting 
that our efforts should be along the lines of great sociability 
today and for that reason I will not place any emphasis on the 
business part of this Semi-Annual Conclave. 


INSPECTIONS 


There have been some changes in your Inspection and Marking 
Departments during the year. 

In the past we have marked a Commandery for what they did 
on Inspection Night and this did not give a true and accurate 
picture because we all know that no one can judge a years’volume 
by considering the sales of one day only. Therefore, with this 
thought in mind, the marking system was changed to take in 
the activities of the Templar Year. 

The marking system continued, as in the previous year, and 
with the work being shortened on Inspection Night, it was 
deemed advisable to eliminate the Marking Officers—a consider- 
able saving to our Budget. 

The Inspecting Officer did not announce the Mark after the 
completion of the work as I certainly believe there is more in 
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Templary than one Inspection Night, and after the Inspection 
Reports were received by the Grand Commander, and other 
detailed information such as candidates, social activities, church 
attendance, public appearances, elimination of outstanding dues, 
and other worthwhile achievements, which are all a part of a 
successful Templar Year, the Official Mark was calculated. 


To date all Commanderies have had their Inspections with the 
exception of Cambridge Commandery No. 42 K. T., which will 
be held on May 24. Every Commandery has completed the 
work requested for Inspection Night, and I am pleased to state 
that every Commandery cooperated with Grand Commandery 
100%. _We have therefore reached the end_of the Inspection 
Year with the finest cooperation that any Grand Commander 
could possibly hope to attain. 


MEMBERSHIP 

My objective for Petitions for this year was set at 700. I felt 
that we must have this number in order to show a net gain over 
deaths, dimits and suspensions. 

On May 1, we had received a total of 665 Petitions, and I 
paleye that as of today, we have exceeded our objective for this 

r. 

I anticipate that June will provide a large number of Petitions 
and we will therefore complete our Grand Commandery year 
with the highest number of Petitions for New Membership since 
time immemorial. Incidentally, we have had three consecutive 
months which exceeded 100 Petitions each. We will not know 
until the Annual Returns are received, at the close of this Com- 
Mandery year, just what our net gain in membership will be 
but we anticipate that the Annual Report will be most pleasing 
to every Sir Knight. 


CoNncLUSION 

I have attempted, during my year as Grand Commander, to 
conduct the affairs of Grand Commandery on a business basis.

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REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE ON JURISPRUDENCE 


To the Grand Commandery of Knights Templars: 


Gentlemen: 

Since the last Grand Commandery Conclave, the following 
Amendments to By-laws of Constituent Commanderies have 
been approved by the Grand Commander during the recess of 
this Grand Commander and are now subject to review by this 
Grand Commandery. This Committee recommends their ap- 


proval. 


1. Proposed Amendment to the By-laws of Trinity Com- 
mandery No. 32 K. T. 

“To amend Section 4 of Article 6 of the By-Laws by striking 
out the whole of said Section and substitution therefore the 
following: 
Section 4; The fee for Life Membership shall be Thirty-Five 
(35) times the Annual Dues but not less than Two Hundred 
and Ten Dollars ($210.00).” 

The above Amendment has been approved by the Committee. 


2. Proposed Amendment to the By-laws of Coeur de Lion 
Commandery No. 34 K. T. 

To change, Article III, by striking out the word “and” before 
the word Recorder and by adding after the word Recorder the 
words “and Warder” so that Article IIT will read as follows, 


ARTICLE III 

Section 1. The Officers of the Commandery shall be chosen 
annually at the Stated Conclave in June; the Commander, Gener- 
alissimo, Captain General, Senior Warden, Junior Warden, 
Treasurer, Recorder, and Warder shall be elected by ballot; the 
remaining officers shall be appointed by the Commander. Their 
installation shall take place on or before the next Stated Conclave, 
and they shall hold their respective offices until their successors 
are installed. 

The above Amendment was disapproved in view of Articles 
13 and 14 of the Constitution of the Grand Commandery. 


3. Proposed Amendment to the By-Laws of Quincy Com- 

mandery No. 47 K. T. 
ARTICLE II 
ConcLAvrEs OF THE COMMANDERY 

In Section 1, paragraph 1 strike out “at 7:00 o’clock P.M.,” 
and in the third line and in the fourth line after “in each month” 
insert—except in June for the transaction of business but there shall 
be no balloting on candidates, prior to 7:00 o'clock P.M. 

Insert. paragraph “2 as follows—The Annual Stated Conclave 
in June shall be held on the third Monday.” 
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The amended Section 1 of Article II will then read as follows : 


The Stated Conclaves of this Commandery shall be held in the 
Masonic Temple, Quincy, Mass., on the fourth Monday of each 
seat ane June for ae transaction of business but there 
shall be no balloting on candidates at any Stated Concl: i 
to 7:00 o’clock P.M. ‘ pla’ 

The Annual Stated Conclave in June shall be held on the third 
Monday. 

The Stated Conclaves of July and August may b itted b

Special Conclaves may be called by the Commander.

4. Proposed Amendment to the By-Laws of Ivanhoe Com- 
mandery No. 46 K. T. 

Article IX, Section 1. As amended September 4, 1938, be 
further amended by striking out the figures $5.00 in the first line 
of the first paragraph and substituting the figures $7.00 so this 
paragraph will read: 

Annual Dues of $7.00 shall be paid to the Recorder of this 
Commandery by each member thereof (except as provided in 
Article V and VI) for the purpose of defraying current expenses 
and for such other purpose or purposes as the Commandery may, 
from time to time order. The same to be due and payable on the 
first day of June of each year. 

This amendment to take effect June 1, 1949. 


The above Amendment has been approved by the Committee. 


5. Proposed Amendment to the By-Laws of Pilgrim Com- 
mandery No. 9 K. T. 
Amend Section 3 of Article IV by striking out the first paragraph 
thereof and substituting in place thereof the following paragraph; 
The fee for initiation shall be as follows, on all Petitions received 
between May 1, 1949 and September 1, 1951 the fee shall be 
Forty Dollars, on all Petitions received between September 1, 
1951 and September 1, 1952 the fee shall be Forty-Five Dollars, 
on all Petitions received after September 1, 1952 the fee shall be 
Fifty-Five Dollars. Said fee to be paid to the Recorder before 
the accepted Candidate shall receive the Order of the Red Cross. 
The above mentioned fee to carry no responsibility on the part 
of Pilgrim Commandery No. 9 to furnish Uniforms or Equipment, 
either new or used. ‘

Gentlemen: 

In accordance with instructions, I have examined the books 
and records of the Educational Foundation of the Grand Com- 
mandery of Knights Templars and the Appendant Orders of 
Massachusetts and Rhode Island for the year ended December 
31, 1948, and submit in the appended exhibits the result of 
operations during the past year and the state of the Fund as at 
December 31, 1948.

The following comments are made relative to the work per- 
formed. 

CASH ; 

The cash in the checking accounts and in the various savings 
bank accounts has been confirmed by certificates from the de- 
positaries. The various savings bank books in the safe deposit 
box were also examined and checked with the confirmations. 
Deposits, warrants, and cancelled checks were verified. 


GOVERNMENT BONDS ‘ 
There has been no change in the holdings of Government bonds 


during the past year. All bonds, as well as the savings bank books 
mentioned above, were examined and verified in the presence of 
a member of your committee, Rt. Eminent Sir Marston, the 
Grand Treasurer, and the Executive Secretary. 

All interest due on these bonds and savings bank accounts has 
been received. In addition to this interest, there was also $125.00 
interest on another bond held in reserve by Grand Commandery. 
Interest on the reserve savings account at the Boston Penny 
Savings Bank, which is also held by Grand Commandery, amounts 
to $101.75. Both of these items are paid to the Educational 
Foundation although the principal amounts do not appear in 
their records. 

A detailed summary of students’ loans for the past year is 


-shown in Exhibit D. A complete list of accounts, as of December 


31, 1948, has been prepared and given to your committee. A 
copy of this list, together with a list of unpaid service charges at 
the close of the year, have been given to your Executive Secretary.

RESERVE FUND—OFFICE EXPENSES 

In accordance with previous custom, we have added the 1948 
excess income over expense to the reserve fund at the end of 1947. 
We have deducted the cost of retail credit reports obtained in 
connection with the old accounts. Your expense this year was 
just under 75% of income. 


PRINCIPAL ACCOUNT 

The various items written off by authority of Grand Encamp- 
ment, as well as the result of compromise settlements with in- 
dividual borrowers, resulted in a total reduction of this account 
in the amount of $1,367.25. 


GENERAL 

The 1949 payment books were sent out by us for verification 
purposes, with the usual request that in the event any discrep- 
ancies were noted, the students should communicate directly with 
us. There have been no complaints as to wrong balances and 
only six letters were returned due to wrong or unknown addresses. 
This shows further evidence of the work which has been done to 
clear up this phase of your records. We have received a number 
of checks and money orders and have turned them over to your 
bookkeeper. 

Subject to the foregoing comments, I certify that the appended 
exhibits, in my opinion, fairly present the condition of the Edu- 
cational Foundation as of December 31, 1948, and the result of 
operations for the year ended that date.

To the Members of Grand Commandery K. T. Massachusetts and 
Rhode Island: 


Dear Fraters: 


As another Templar year has passed, we are again assembled 
for this One Hundred and Forty-sixth Annual Conclave of the 
Grand Commandery of Knights Templars and the Appendant 
Orders of Massachusetts and Rhode Island. We are honored in 
having with us a number of distinguished guests. Our guests are 
representatives of the other Grand Masonic Bodies as well as 
those from Sister Grand Jurisdictions. We bid you welcome, and 
it is our sincere desire that your visit with us will prove to be 
both pleasant and profitable. - 


One year ago, you conferred upon me the highest honor in your 
power to bestow. I realize that with honors there are responsi- 
bilities and duties to perform; I assumed these responsibilities, 
I felt. assured of your support, not trusting in my own self- 


26 


sufficiency, but in the power and strength of the Blessed Emanuel 
who taught us to pray. 


Armed with faith in God, faith in the destiny of our Nation, 
faith in the great fundamental principles of this great Order that 
has played such an important part in shaping the lives of man- 
kind, and the destiny of this great nation, I have, to the full 
extent of my ability, administered the affairs of this Grand Com- 
mandery. I trust that my record has been found worthy of the 
confidence you have reposed in me. 


We are gathered here today to transact the business of the 
146th Annual Conclave of the oldest Grand Commandery in the 
United States of America, and it is the only Grand Commandery 
holding jurisdiction over two states. And in a not too far distant 
point were the Headquarters of Freemasonry in Massachusetts, 
formerly the old Green Dragon Tavern, which Webster called 
the “Headquarters of the Revolution.” It was no mere accident 
or coincidence that so many Masons signed the Declaration of 
Independence, or that Washington and most of his Generals were 
members of the Masonic Fraternity. 


The outcome of that struggle for freedom marked the beginning 
of a new epoch in human affairs. The days, or rather the centuries 
of supremacy on the part of. the Kingeraft and priestcraft were 
over for 150 years. Democratic ideals and institutions spread 
over a large part of the globe. It seemed that a new and lasting 
progress had dawned. 


How times have changed! Once again Kingeraft and priesteraft 
have attempted to seize the power. Secret deals were formulated 
between the two conspirators. The struggle which many be- 
lieved ended was once again begun. This struggle culminated 
in two terrible wars in the memory of most of us. And still an- 
other war threatens, because these horrible conspirators could 
not have their way. 


What is our position as Templars in this new phase of the 
eternal struggle? We are caught between the forces, first as Free 
Masons, and secondly as Protestants. Americans, who believe 
in freedom, the four great freedoms for which we have given so 
much, namely: freedom of speech, freedom of thought, freedom 
of conscience and freedom in Government. 


I am not only concerned about the situation in Hungary and 
in Spain; but I am most concerned about the situation in America. 
I do not intend to stand idly by while the Institutions of Freedom 
are threatened by a dreadful conspiracy. Like Thomas Jefferson, 
the Great American and Free Mason, “I have sworn upon the 
altar of God Eternal hostility against every Form of tyranny 
over the mind of man.” 


Templars are truth seekers! To a Templar, Truth is the 
greatest thing in the world. Truth must be sought. When we 
seek it, we find it already seeking us. It is the greatest and most 
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powerful force in the world. Therefore, let us undertake the 
challenging adventure for Truth, and go forward with undaunted 
courage for our goal: 

“Tn this sign we conquer.” 


As you are already aware—Truth is not something beyond us. 
It is ever before us. It cannot be limited to one group, one sect, 
one society. Anyone would be counted foolish if he would say, 

I possess all Truth, beyond me there is no Truth.” This would 
be counted a disease of the intellect. What is true of the indi- 
vidual is also true of an Institution, whether that Institution be 
political, religious or educational. So why be deceived, Sir 
Knight? : 

_ The open road forward is the only way. We must not swerve, 
either to the Right or to the Left. To leave the middle of the 
road means disaster, not only for us, but also for all mankind for 
a thousand years. The hope of these two contending conspirators 
is to divide Free Men and to win them to the slavery on one side 
of the road or to the tyranny on the other side. Let us not be 
fooled or misled! These two conspirators have worked together 
on more than one occasion in the world’s history. 


What a cry went up over the air and from the press when a 
certain clergyman was tried in Hungary! The cry was repeated 
when some of the Protestant clergy in that unfortunate land were 
Seized. Cries of religious liberty were raised. We were all con- 
cerned about that situation, but I am more concerned about what 
18 going on in Spain and Argentina, where Kingcraft and priest- 
craft are now working together. Will the situation between 
these two countries be repeated in our own land? 


Templary cannot function in those lands of tyranny. To be 
“nown as a Templar, in either Spain or Argentina or Russia 
invites either a concentration camp or a firing squad. Only twenty 
of the two hundred Protestant Churches are open in Spain. 
Ministers of Christ have been driven out, killed or imprisoned. 
All Protestant schools are closed. Employment and ration 
coupons are to be refused to Protestants, and last but not least 
of these, copies of the Bible have been seized and burned. 


Priestcraft has declared again and again that it can neither 
tolerate any religion except its own, nor allow any other faiths 
to propagate their doctrines. Believe it or not, there is a struggle 
going on to possess the mind of man in America as well as in the 
rest of the world. There are enough Religious Liberals in ‘our 
land to keep this fire burning on the altar of Freedom. Brother 
Joseph Newton once said, “If America is ever injured, it will be 
by Americans themselves—by their ignorance, their indifference 
their neglect, and here again Templary can do fundamental work 
in quickening our sense of the duties of citizenship. 


The first duty as a citizen in our land is to maintain and further 
the Sacred Heritage of freedom of speech, freedom of thought, 
freedom of consicence and freedom of Government. 
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NECROLOGY 


It is with regret that I must record the loss of one of the officers 
of this Grand Commandery, Em. Sir Charles W. Henderson, Jr., 
Grand Treasurer, who answered his final roll call to arms by our 
Great Creator on July ‘10, 1949. He was elected Grand Treasurer 
October 30, 1934. He served as Grand Warder to R..E.-.Sir Asa 
C. Jewett in 1924-1925. We all appreciate the service that he 
has rendered to Grand Commandery, and I considered him an 
outstanding Templar and presented him the “Order of Merit’ 
eight months before he answered the call. 

“We cannot always understand just why 
God wants someone we loved so much to die 
But Time will help us understand His way 
‘And ease the sorrow that we feel today.” 


We have lost two of our Faithful and Beloved Past Grand 
Commanders, R.-.E..Sir George Lincoln Dodd, who was Grand 
Commander in 1932-1933; and R..E.:.Sir Arlan Murray Spencer, 
who served as Grand Commander in 1941-1942. 

Their swords are returned, unsullied. 
Their pilgrimage is ended. 

Their warfare is done. 

Their penitence is performed. 

They have fought the good fight. 
They have answered the last call. 
The victory is theirs. 

May they rest in peace. 


REPORT OF COMMITTEE ON NECROLOGY 


Right Eminent Grand Commander 
and Members of this Annual Grand Conclave: 


During the Grand Commandery Year of this Grand Juris- 
diction, September 1, 1948 to August 31, 1949, two Past Grand 
Commanders, the Grand Treasurer, one Eminent Commander, 
forty-two Past Eminent Commanders, and four hundred and 
seven other Sir Knights; together with a Most Eminent Past 
Grand Master of the Grand Encampment of the United States 
of America, four active Grand Officers of other Grand Juris- 
dictions, and twenty-four Past Grand Commanders of other 
Grand Jurisdictions, laid down the working tools of life to enter 
the Garden Beyond, there to partake of the Refreshment of 
Paradise, and to receive from the hand of a Juster Judge than 
here, the Crown of Life which awaits the faithful Templar. 


Official cognizance of the passing of Right Eminent George L. 
Dodd and Right Eminent Arlan M. Spencer has already been 
taken by pronouncement of the Right Eminent Grand Com- 
mander under Seal of the Grand Commandery. 


Eminent Sir Knight Charles W. Henderson, Jr., Grand Treasurer 
of this Grand Commandery departed this life on Sunday, July 10, 


29 


1949. He was elected to that office at the Annual Grand Conclave 
in 1934, and thus had held the office for nearly fifteen years. He 
was a man of business acumen, of unchallenged integrity, of 
unimpeachable morals, and of unwavering devotion to his Templar 
and other Masonic affiliations. The high esteem in which he was 
held was evidenced by the large number of friends, Masons, and 
civic leaders who gathered at his late home on the afternoon of 
July 12th for a Religious Service commemorative of his passing. 
To those of us who knew him intimately and well he will always 
be remembered as a ‘good man and true,” as “‘a true and courte- 
ous Knight,” and as one whose heart was filled with sympathy 
and kindness and love of his fellowman. 


Eminent Sir Knight Hiram Boaz Lillie, Commander of Beau- 
seant Commandery, No. 41 at the time of his passing, had served 
at the head of all the other York Rite Bodies, and was looking 
forward to a year of devoted service to the Commandery he loved 
so well. To every Masonic obligation he gave to the utmost of 
his strength and ability, and but for the fact that the “brittle 
thread of life” was snapped at the very beginning of his Templar 
Year, without doubt the record of service for his Commandery 
would have been enhanced by creditable achievement. 


_The departed, Past Eminent Commanders and other Sir 
Knights, are fondly remembered in their respective Commanderies 
wherein their memory “will forever flourish in immortal green.” 


_Through our belief in the immortality of the human soul we 
view their passing simply as a departure adown that Stream 
which flows from the here to the hereafter. As the Templar 
st.ncs on the shore of that Stream, he tries to scan the future 
and to foresee the things that are to be, but he cannot know what 
the days and the years that lie ahead are to reveal, yet, through 
the medium of Divine Truth eminating from the Great Light in 
Masonry, he is content to walk by Faith and not by Sight, since 
he knows that holding his hand and walking with him is ONE 
who gives him strength and courage as he enters into the dim 
unknown. While we are saddened at their passing from the 
realm of their temporal existence, yet we rejoice with them at 
their realization of the glories that await them in the Aslyum 
Beyond, and may Light Perpetual shine upon them. 


“These were friends whose hearts were good. 
Who walked with men and understood. 
Theirs were voices that spoke to cheer, 
And fell like music on the ear. 

Theirs were smiles men loved to see, 
Theirs were hands that asked no fee 
For friendliness or kindness done, 

And now that they have journeyed on, 
Theirs is a fame that never ends, 

They leave behind uncounted friends.” 


To the bereaved of these whom we comme morate in this Me- 
morial, and of those whose names are appended hereto and made 
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a part hereof, we extend our Knightly sympathy, and commend 
them to the compassion of an All-wise and All-loving God.

At the start of the year I requested that each and every Com- 
mandery exert greater leadership in their community, and to 
strive for more sociability and not allow the Inspection Night 
to be the one outstanding night of the year. With your cooper- 
ation, Grand Commandery has had a year of outstanding social 
events, and, in my opinion, they contributed to the greatest 
increase of candidates in many years. I am happy to state that 
we have had a large increase in attendance at the inspections, the 
suites were larger, and in the natural course of events the great 
increase of sociability brought out more members to the conclaves. 

During my administration I stressed the point of more outdoor 
services, such as parades and church attendance, and these affairs 
were highly successful. The outdoor religious service held at 
the Manning Bowl in Lynn, Mass., was most successful, I can 
assure you. We had the largest attendance and the greatest 
number of Sir Knights in line since the inception of this religious 
service. The Semi-Annual Conclave held in Providence, R. I., 
was another outstanding event. The attendance at the Conclave 
was greater than some of our Annual Conclaves, and 1,013 Sir 
Knights and their families enjoyed the clambake. The Tri- 
State Meeting, held in Newburyport, Mass., on June 24th, St. 
John’s Day, was very successful. The Christmas collection was 
the largest ever obtained. The Triennial Pilgrimage to San 
Francisco, California, was oversubscribed three months ahead of 
schedule, and 173 Sir Knights and their families made this Pil- 
grimage. 

With this record of successful events, you can understand how 
happy your Grand Commander is to have had your support and 
we all can look back to this year as one of great Templar achieve- 
ments. 

Another slogan of the year was “TEMPLARIZE—MAKE 
NEW FRIENDS, BUT KEEP THE OLD.” 


MEMBERSHIP 


For the fourth consecutive year, this Grand Jurisdiction can 
report a net gain in membership of 173. The total Petitions 
received during the year was 773. 


We knighted 701, affiliated 29, reinstated 35. 
Our total membership today is 13,279. 


We lost by death 445 Sir Knights. This being the oldest Grand 
Commandery, we naturally have a large percentage of Sir Knights 
over 65 years of age; in fact, I believe the average age is 60 years. 
Therefore, our loss through death is increasing so rapidly that 
from now on if we do not knight at least 1,000 Candidates a year, 
we will show a decided decrease in membership.

PUBLICITY 


The greatest problem to confront a Grand Commander is the 
maintenance of membership—how to hold our present member- 
ship and to acquire new candidates to take the place of those 
who are lost by death, demits and suspensions. With this serious 
problem confronting me, I chose two methods that I felt might 
keep us in the net gain column. 


Method number one was to appoint a Membership and Pub- 
licity Committee. The Membership and Publicity Committee 
was under the direction of Rt. Em. Sir Frank H. Wilson, and I 
would like to compliment him at this time for his very valuable 
assistance to me. His monthly statistics on new members were 
forwarded to each Commander every month, and served as an 
incentive to each and every Commander to exhaust every source 
possible to procure candidates for his Commandery. 


Method number two was to continue the News Bulletin which 
was headed The Templar.

Tue Granp Commanper: It gives me a great deal of pleasure 
at this time to present to you one who comes to us not only with 
his official title but also as a friend of all of us. I am going to call 
on M.:.W.:.Roger Keith, M..W..Grand Master of Masons in 
Massachusetts, who will address us at this time. 


M..W..Rocrr Kerr: Right Eminent Grand Commander, 
Officers, Guests, and so forth and so on. I do not know that my 
attitude is right in accord with the present rituals of the Grand 
Commandery. I am a young man. I go back to my time as Com- 
mander of Bay State before the present refinements were fully in 
effect. It probably was a lucky thing for me. 


As I told you last year I enjoy my Commandery work. The 
Consistory takes a lot of credit for my Grand Mastership but I 
think it goes back to Bay State Commandery. They have been 
highly honored by this Grand Commandery.

The following amendments to by-laws of constituent Com- 
manderies have been approved by the Grand Commandery during 
the recess of Grand Commandery and are now subject to review 
by Grand Commandery. This Committee recommends their 
approval. 

1. Proposed amendment to by-laws of Reading Commandery, 
No. 50, Article X, Sec. 4, Part A, a copy of which is enclosed here- 
with marked “A”, This amendment has been approved by your 
Committee. 

2. Proposed amendment to by-laws of Saint Johns Commandery, 
No. 1, re addition to Article 11, Sec. 2, a copy of which amendment 
is enclosed herewith marked “B”. This amendment has been 
approved by your Committee. 
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3. Proposed amendment to Grand Commandery Constitution, 
Article 18, Sec. 2 (submitted by V..E..Sir Robert G. Wilson, Jr.), 
changing the word “fifty” to “seventy”. This amendment has 
been approved by your Committee as to form. 

4. In addition to the above amendments, your Committee has 
been asked for a ruling on four questions relative to Article al, 
Sec. 4, constitution of Grand Commandery, a copy of which 
questions and a copy of the Committee’s report relative thereto 
are enclosed herewith marked “C”’.

Amendment to the By-laws of Reading Commandery No. 50 K.T. 
Voted at Regular Conclave held on June 13, 1949. 


ArTICcLE X. Section 4 (Part A): 
Appropriation from the Funds. 

Change the first sentence so that it will-read: 

No appropriation from the principal of the “Permanent Fund 
of Reading Commandery” shall be made unless by a three-quarter 
of all Sir Knights present and voting at a Stated Conclave, said 
motion to be printed in full in the General Orders issued for the 
Conclave in which said vote is to be taken. 

The remainder of Part (A) to be left as it now reads. 


Amendment to the By-laws of St. Johns Commandery No. 1 K.T. 
Voted at the Regular Conclave held on September 6, 1949. 


Addition to ArticiE 11, Section 2: 


After “against the Commandery” shall be added “by check and 
countersign by the Commander.” 


The paragraph now reading: 
ARTICLE 11, Section 2: 


“The Treasurer shall receive the revenues and pay all demands 
against the Commandery by check and countersigned by the 
Commander after the same shall have been approved by the 


Finance Committee or when directed to do so by vote of the 
Commandery.” 


With reference to a request from the Grand Recorder of the 
Grand Commandery K.T. of Massachusetts and Rhode Island 
for a ruling on four clauses of Article XI, Section 4, the entire 
membership of the Jurisprudence Committee have agreed as 
follows: 

1. That there are five members of the Board of Trustees of 
which two hold office ex-officis and the other three by election. 


2. Strictly speaking, trustees do not “vote” but all must act 
unanimously since there is no provision to the effect that the 
trustees shall be bound by the opinion of the majority. However, 
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the ex-officis members have an equal voice in the conduct of the 
trust business with the elected members. They have equal 
obligations and equal responsibilities. 


3. The answer to this is no. 


4. The two provisions referred to, that is, Article XI, Section 4, 
of the Constitution and Regulations of the Grand Commandery 
K.T. of Massachusetts and Rhode Island and Section 12 of the 
Constitution and Statutes of Grand Encampment K.T. of U.S.A., 
deal with separate matters, therefore they cannot strictly be in 
conformity with each other. However, they are not in any way 
inconsistent.

The Report of the Committee on Jurisprudence was read by the 
Grand Recorder, and upon motion made and seconded, it was 
spread upon the Records. 


The Grand Recorder read a Proposed Amendment to the 
Constitution of Grand Commandery regarding a change in the 


Per Carita Tax introduced by V..E..Sir Robert Gardiner 
Wilson, Jr. 


Amend Article XVIII, Section 2, by changing the word “fifty” 
to read “seventy” so that said Section shall read: 


“Eevery Constituent Commander shall make annually to the 
Grand Recorder on or before the first day of September, a 
return of the roll of its officers and members and of all can- 
didates for the Orders accepted or rejected up to and including 
June 30 next preceding and pay to this Grand Commandery 
five dollars for every Companion receiving the Illustrious 
Order of the Red Cross and seventy cents plus the amount 
of the per capita dues assessed by Grand Encampment for 
every member returned and from the sum thus collected 
shall be paid the assessments for every member levied by the 
Grand Encampment. A Commandery failing to make said 
annual return on the first day of September shall pay a penalty 
of twenty-five dollars.” 


Or such other figure, in lieu of “seventy” as may be voted at 
the Annual Conclave of the Grand Commandery in October 1949. 


The above amendment was submitted at the Semi-Annual 
Conclave in May, for action at our Annual Conclave in October 
and has been approved as to form by the Jurisprudence Committee. 


The V..E.:.Sir Robert Gardiner Wilson, Jr. then explained the 
purpose of the above Amendment and stated “that unless there is 
an objection, I move the adoption of this Amendment.”

In Exhibit “C’’, I have presented the figures of the approved 
budget in comparative form with the actual items of income and 
expense.

The income for the year exceeded the budgeted figure by $302.05, 
while the expense was $705.33 less than the budget total. The 
actual net income of budget items was $1,007.38 over the budget 
net income. However, when the direct appropriation mentioned 
above was deducted from the net income the total expense for the 
year exceeded the income by $321.62. This excess expense has been 
deducted from the net worth at the beginning of the fiscal year. 

In the course of my examination, cancelled checks and vouchers 
for disbursements were presented, cash balances were reconciled 
with the bank statements and confirmed by the various depositaries, 
amounts due on the various Commandery returns were compared 
with amounts received and receipts were checked to the Treasurer’s 
bank account.

PUBLICITY COMMITTEE 


For the Year ending June 30, 1949 


Boston, Mass., October 26, 1949. 
Right Eminent Grand Commander and Sir Knights: 


With a total of 773 petitions ballotted upon and 701 knighted, 
we came through the year with a net gain in membership of 173. 
This net gain is 17 less than last year. The number of candidates 
elected this year was 68 more than last year and 117 more than 
the year previous. 

Our knightings, affiliations, reinstatements, gross additions were 
each more than last year. With gross losses of 592, the highest 
in several years, our deaths alone numbering 445, being an all- 
time high In recent years, our net results obviously were less than 
the previous year. 

_ In the month of April, we elected 122 candidates, the highest 
im any one month for 23 years. 

Gethsemane No. 35 had the highest percentage of net gain 
20.9 7o; Bethlehem No. 43, 13.3%; Orange No. 45, 8.8%; Ivanhoe 
No. 46, 8.4%; Boston No. 2, 6.7%. Further details are shown 
in exhibit “A” accompanying this report. 

Boston No. 2 had the highest number of knightings with 98; 
Gethsemane No. 35, 66; Demolay No. 7, 88; Sutton No. 16, 36;

this year a total of 134, last year 116. We reinstated and affiliated 
64, last year 56. Our net losses in these items were 70 this year 
and 60 last year. : 

_ Your Committee again this year compiled lists of those who had 
dimitted or were suspended during the past five years; and sent 
the names to the respective Commanders for contact-—approxi- 
mately 900 anmes were on these lists. 

With gross losses running so high, averaging nearly 600 each 
year, it is apparent that any appreciable gains to be expected must 
come from a high intake of New Petitioners. An objective figure 
of 1000 new members each year should be our minimum require- 
ments if we are to continue to progress. 
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The Committee continued the past year issuing the monthly 
publication “The Templar’. The mailing list was expanded to 
include the Senior and Junior Wardens, in addition to the Council 
Officers of each Commandery. “The Templar’ was mailed by the 
last day of each month, and contained up-to-date figures for the 
current month together with a comparative statement of Petitions 
accumulated by Commanderies.

R..E..Sm Vicror Ror: Right Eminent Grand Commander, 
Officers, and members and friends of the Grand Commandery of 
Massachusetts and Rhode Island. On behalf of my colleagues, 
Right Eminent Grand Commander, we wish to thank you, and 
through you the Grand Commandery of Massachusetts and Rhode 
Island, for your invitation to be here. We not only like to attend 
the Conclave but we also have a very warm spot in our hearts for 
you. We have enjoyed our travels this year and we are looking 
forward to these visits in the future. You are not going to sit 
back now that you are wearing purple instead of scarlet. 


In the Grand Commander’s address this morning he advised us 
that his message was going to be of a religious nature. I do not 
know of any fraternal organization that has more right or is more 
closely connected with religion than the Order of the Temple. In 
his message he took two particular points. One was seeking and 
the other was truth. We all know that we have to seek. We 
know the admonition of the Good Book to make our daily guide: 
Seek and we shall find. As we seck diligently, honestly, with a 


strong desire to find what we are seeking, we know that our prayer 
will be answered. 


T do not think that it is sufficient to sit down and say that I am 
looking for something. Some sit by and seem to feel we are going 


to have certain things showered upon us whether we take the 
necessary attitude or not. 


We are not children. We are all over 21. We have all found by 
this time that anything we have’ that we want, anything that is 
worth asking for, we have to work for. It is no different in Massa- 
chusetts and Rhode Island. We have to work in order to accom- 
plish the very thing that I know is the very desire of every man 
jn this room to accomplish. 


Truth! We have all had the admonition of truth impressed upon 
us in the Order of Red Cross. The greatest thing in this world is 
Truth. What is Truth? When Pilate asked Jesus what was his 
answer? According to the Scripture he answered not a word. 
Judge now, was it because Jesus did not know Truth or because 
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the present condition of things at that moment meant that Pilate 
would not know his explanation. 


What is Truth? Again we are admonished: You shall know the 
truth and the truth will make you free. How are we going to be 
free unless we know what ‘s going to free us. Every man knows 
Truth refers to man’s relationship to God. Jesus was constantly 
emphasizing it. I and My Father are One! As you and I realize 
the Truth we too can strive towards that attainment of relation- 
ship. That will bring out the definite thing which was emphasized 
in the Grand Commander’s message this morning. He also 
admonished you to be alive to conditions. 

How important it is today to realize that we have work to do. 
There are certain contentions trying to undermine what we have 
been working for for years. It certainly does not behoove us to 
go to sleep. It is not wisdom to preach peace where there is no 
peace. There are always rumors of wars yet we have the promise 
of the Psalmist: Those who would rise against you shall fall at 
your side, 10,000 at your right hand. 

He continues: He shall give his angels charge over you. What 
are angels? A good many of us have outgrown the feeling of 
etheral, flailing wings. Those angels are the good points in our 
conscience, those good thoughts. Those angels of good in our 
conscience which we may evince then to our fellow man. I say 
then we have nothing to fear. 


Your Grand Commander closed his remarks by saying: Let 
your light so shine before men that they may see your good works 
and glorify your Father in Heaven. That is the important thing! 
Let. our light so shine that the whole world knows no matter what 
their belief may be. Our Grand Order has something that they 
seck and that is The Truth! 


Tur GRAND CoMMANDER: We are very grateful to you for those 
remarks. They certainly contain a lesson for us to take home. 

I believe we have one more speaker before we go on to the 
balance of business for the afternoon.

REPORT OF THE EDUCATIONAL FOUNDATION 


October 26, 1949. 
To the Officers and M, embers of Grand Commandery K. T.: 
Sir Knights: 


The financial year of Grand Commandery r 
'y runs from September 
Ist to August 31st, but the financial year of the Taicestional 
Foundation Committee is the Calendar year, therefore the Annual 
Report. of the Educational Foundation Committee is presented 
at the Semi-Annual Conclave, that report, in main, deals with the 
financial condition of the Educational Fund. : 


Our Right Eminent Grand Commander has felt that it would 
be desirable, at this time, for the Educational] Foundation Com- 
mittee to present to you certain information regarding the origin, 
aims, and the activities of our Foundation. 


_ Those of you who held membership in any of the Commanderies 
in this Grand Jurisdiction from 1922 to 1932 recall perhaps some- 
what dimly the history of our Educational Foundation, but I 
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fear that many of our newer Sir Knights have little or no infor- 
mation on this subject. This is regrettable in more ways than 
one but principally because the K. T. Educational Foundation 
and its work is the prime project of Templary in the United States 
of America. 


This Fund was created during the 1922 Triennial Conclave at 
New Orleans. Those of our Fraters, who conceived this idea felt 
that there was no greater work that our Order could undertake 
to do than to assist in “providing educational advantages for the 
youth of our beloved country thereby enabling them to become 
more useful members of society and better citizens of this Re- 
public.” 

To finance this project, the Grand Encampment appropriated 
the sum of $100,000.00 as an endowment and assessed each 
Sir Knight the sum of $1.00 each, per annum, for a period of 
nine years. The sum raised by this procedure amounted to 
$3,500,000.00. 


In the early reports, which I have read, it would appear that 
the inspiration responsible for this great undertaking was a 
quotation: 

“Let us make more thinkers, and let us help more folks to 
straight thinking.” 


Certainly there was never greater need for straight thinking 
than in these days of international unrest! 


The accrued assets or capital of this Fund as of December 1948 
amounted to $5,900,352.00. : 


Now what have we been doing to carry out the aims of this 
project? Well, nationally the number of students who have re- 
ceived assistance number 35,162. 


In this Grand Jurisdiction our Net Worth is $245,739.00, and 
we have assisted 1,793 boys and girls to perfect their education. 
The total amount loaned has been $545,739.00. 


I think that you will be interested in a review of the figures 
applicable to the years 1945 to 1949: 


In 1945 we loaned $2,837.00 
1946 2,377.00 
1947 4,600.00 
1948 6,700.00 


and in 1949 to date, we have made 55 loans which total $22,900.00. 


Of the total amount loaned, $482,983.00 has been repaid by 
1,726 students. There is outstanding $52,670.00. We have 
charged off, as uncollectible, 27 loans amounting to $8,485.00 
which amount is indeed regrettable. We regret that any of those 
to whom we have made loans should fail in their obligation to 
repay, in order that others might be helped. From a business 
point of view, 2 loss of $8,485.00 out of a total of over one half a 
million dollars is not too serious. 
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We regret that those 27 students failed to liquidate their in- 
debtedness. However, in all fairness, death, sickness and mis- 
fortune has something to do with one of these defaults. A few 


seem to feel no obligation to even attempt to liquidate their 
indebtedness. 


Your Committee, who administer this Fund, are agents of the 
Trustees of the Grand Encampment, and they are doing all they 
can to create, in the minds of our students to whom the money 
is loaned, Good Will for Masonry in general and for Templary 
in particular, but we really do need more help than we have re- 
ceived from the rank and file of our Sir Knights. 


I wish that time permitted my relating some of the happy 
experiences that we have had, the great pleasure we have in 
meeting some of these fine outstanding young people, who have 
selected the fields of medicine, religion, law, science and business. 
As we talk with them, we look into the future, and we picture 
them administering to the sick, preaching from the pulpit, at 
work in the laboratory and in business. 


We want you individually to share some of the satisfaction of 
this work by becoming interested in the extension of our activities. 
I suspect, that if today some young person came to you, most 
any one of you, asking advice as to how he could finance the last 
two years of his college education, you would not recall the ad- 
vantages of this Fund! Can’t you imagine how happy you would 


be to be able to say: Yes, I think that I know e way you can 
receive assistance! 


Many of us have felt that the Grand Commandery should 
sponsor the establishment of an Indoctrination Program to the 
end that our new members, yes and the older ones as well, may 
be taught more about the history of our Order, the principles upon 
which it was founded, its present organizational set up, and last 
but by no means least, the background and accomplishments of 
the Knights Templar Educational Foundation. If we fulfill all 
our ideals, if we practice what we preach, we will justify our 
existence and help preserve and make democracy work.

Tue Granp Commanver: Now for the one remaining piece of 
business before the Election of Officers. NEW BUSINESS. 


Tue Granp Recorper: There is an Amendment which seems 
to be in conflict in regard to dates. The fiscal year of the Grand 
Commandery ends as of August 31st and still the returns are not 
in until September Ist. How can you make returns to the Grand 
Treasurer and Auditor after that date? It has been called to 
mv attention by one of our Recorders that we collect, in Grand 
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Commandery, the sum of $5.00 for each man knighted. The 
Constitution says that this should be collected for each man 
taking the Red Cross. This proposed Amendment is to make 
these things conform. 


To amend Article XVIII, Section 2, by making the following 
changes: in the third line change the word “September” to the 
word “August;’” in the eighth line, eliminate the words “‘Tllustri- 
ous” and “Red Cross” and put in the word “Temple,” and in the 
last line change the word “September” to “August” so that 
AMENDMENT XVIII, Section 2, will read as follows: 


Every Constituent Commandery shall make annually to the 
Grand Recorder on or before the first day of August a return 
of the roll of its officers and members and of all candidates for 
the Orders accepted or rejected up to and including June 30 
next preceding and pay to this Grand Commandery five dollars 
for every Companion receiving the Order of the Temple and 
seventy cents plus the amount of the per capita dues assessed 
by Grand Encampment for every member returned and from 
the sum thus collected shall be paid the assessment for every 
member levied by the Grand Encampment. A Commandery 
failing to make said annual returns on the first day of August 
shall pay a penalty of twenty-five dollars. 


This Amendment is submitted at our Annual Conclave October 
26, 1949 for action at the Semi-Annual Conclave in May.

Granp Recorprer: We also have a proposed Amendment to 
Article XI. Section 4, regarding the Grand Fund submitted by 
R..E..Sir John E. Rines, 


To the Grand Commandery of Knights Templars and the Appendant 
Orders of Massachusetts and Rhode Island: 


We, the Past Grand Commanders, propose the following Amend- 
ment to our Grand Constitution: 


1. Amend Article XI, Section 4, by adding after the word 
“Board” in the sixth line, the following: “who shall each be 
entitled to vote,” so that the Section shall read as follows: 


Article XI, Section 4. A Board, to be styled “Trustees of 
the Grand Fund of the Grand Commandery K. T. of Massa- 
chusetts and Rhode Island, “shall be constituted in the manner 
following, viz: The Grand Commander and the Grand Treasurer 
shall be ex-officio members of said Board, and shall each be 
entitled to one vote; and there shall be elected at the Annual 
Conclave each year one member for a term of three years who, 
during his term of service, shall hold no other elective office in 
this Grand Commandery. Any vacancy occurring in the Board 
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shall be filled for the remainder of the term by the Grand Com- 
mandery by election at any regular or special conclave, but 
until such election the vacancy may be filled by the Grand 
Commander. 


2. Amend Article XI, Section 5, by striking out the entire 
section and substituting the following: 


Duties or TRUSTEES 


Article XI, Section 5. It shall be the duty of said Board to 
hold in trust and custody, for the benefit of Grand Commandery, 
the property belonging to said Grand Fund, and to attend to 
the care and safe and profitable investment thereof. They 
shall make a detailed report, in writing, of the condition of said 
Grand Fund at each Annual Conclave. 


The books of records and accounts of the Grand Fund shall 


be kept by the Grand Treasurer and held at the principle office 


of the Grand Commandery, subject to examination at any time 
by any member of the Board of Trustees. 


The Grand Treasurer, ex-officio, shall be the Treasurer of 
the Board of Trustees of the Grand Commandery, and his bond 
shall include his bonding as Treasurer of the Grand Fund. He 
shall, together with one elected Trustee, sign or endorse all 
securities when transferred or sold, and he shall, together with 
one elected Trustee, sign all checks or drafts drawn on the 
Grand Fund. 


At the beginning of each fiscal year immediately after the 
Annual Conclave, the elected Trustee, who has served two years 
of his three year term, shall become Chairman of the Board, and 
he shall also present the Report of the Trustees at the Annual 
Conclave. He shall have power to call meetings of the Board 
on ten (10) days written notice to each member of the Board, 
and a meeting may also be called by two (2) members of the 
Board on giving ten days written notice thereof. 


Three_members of the Board shall constitute a quorum at 
all meetings, but no change in the securities of the Fund shall 
be made without the written approval of at least four (4) 
members of the Board of Trustees.

“T move that a book to be entitled “Resolutions and Regu- 
lations Adopted” be set up at once and that all resolutions and 
regulations adopted by this Grand Commandery in the past 
twenty (20) years as recorded in the Proceedings be entered 
therein and that all subsequent resolutions and regulations 
adopted be entered accordingly.” 


The Motion was put to a vote and adopted. 


R..E..Sir Harorp 8. Crocker: I move that the following be 
adopted: 

“So that the books of Constitution and Regulations of the 
Grand Commandery of Knights Templars and the Appendant, 
Orders of Massachusetts and Rhode Island, in other words our 
Constitution, as reprinted in 1946 and now held by Constituent 
Commanderies and members of this Grand Commandery, may 
be corrected to date, I move that all the Amendments adopted 
since this last Edition was published, be printed in such form, 
that by means of a gummed edge, they can be inserted in their 
respective sections in said book and that whenever a new 
Amendment is adopted that it likewise be printed at once and 
distributed.” 


The motion was put to a vote and adopted. 


E.:.Sir Harold A. Budreau read a proposed resolution regarding 
cooperation with the Most Worshipful Grand Lodge and the 
Royal Arch Chapter in regard to suspended and demitted members. 


No action was taken on the proposed resolution. 


R..E.-.Sm Joun E. Rives: Right Eminent Sir, I have a com- 
munication which is a little unusual. 


R.-.E.:.Sir Rines then read the communication from R..E..Sir 
Walter A. Delamater, Grand Captain General of the Grand En- 
campment. 


R..E..Sm Riyus: At San Francisco it was unanimously voted 
to vote a Past Grand Generalissimo’s jewel to Byron Lear who 
declined advancement in the Grand Encampment Line. The 
resolution authorized this jewel without cost to Grand Encamp- 
ment. In view of his long service to Templary it was felt that the 
money required could easily be raised by Byron’s close friends, and 
that it would be a nice gesture if each Grand Commandery par- 
ticipated rather than a few friends.

The motion was put to a vote and voted unanimous. 


Tue GRAND ComMANDER: Captain of the Guard, will you escort 
my Grand Warder to the Head of the Line? 


The Captain of the Guard escorted the Grand Warder to the 
East to the Grand Commander. 


Tur Granp Commanprr: Howard, I suppose this will be my 
last official act. I want to give you your official jewel as Past 
Grand Warder. 


E.:.Smm Howarp Mitts: I want to say that in my opinion, you 
have been an outstanding Grand Commander. There has been 
no hush-hush about you. 


Templary is on the march. I have just returned from a trip to 
Central America. There is no Grand Commandery in Nicaragua 
or Honduras and when I go back, we will go down there together 
and form one. I know that Templary has been the thing closest 
to your heart. 


Ken, you have been a real friend and I hope that in your future 
undertakings, you will have as much success as you have had in 
this Grand Commandery. 


Tur Granp Commanper: Howard, I want you to be the best 
dressed Grand Warder to go out of here. There is the medallion 
for your chapeau. There are your shoulder straps. Of course 
you will not get away completely, as I understand that you are 
still on the Ways and Means Committee. 


Tue Granp Commanper: The hour of two-thirty has arrived. 
Now the Election is going to be held, presided over by our old 
friend R..E..Sir Ben Downing, and he will now take over the 
Election of Officers. One request I make of him before I give him 
that honor, and that is when the Very Eminent is returned to the 
Asylum, that I will ask him if he will accept. 


R..E..Sir Bengamin F. Downrne: Inasmuch as the retiring 
Grand Commander’s watch was a little retarded in its progress, 
I must ask that in making nominations that you make no specches.

E..Sm Frank B. Enis: Right Eminent Sir, it is my privilege 
and honor to present to you and through you to the Sir Knights 
of this Grand Commandery, Right Eminent Sir to be, Robert 
Gardiner Wilson, Jr. 


R..E.:.Sir A. Kenneta Martin: Right Eminent Sir to be, as 
your friend states you have been unanimously elected Grand 
Commander of the oldest Grand Commandery. It is a privilege 
to bid you approach and let you know that we are with you one 
hundred percent for a great year. The best of luck to you.

Tae Granp Rucorper: For your information here is a decision 
handed down by Grand Encampment, Number 161, Sections 38 
and 40, proceedings for enactment of elections, permitting proxy 
voting. A member is entitled to vote in his own right and, in 
addition to casting a vote for each proxy held by him.

R..E..Sm Brnsamin F, Downtna: Give your attention to the 
report of the balloting. 


R..E..Sir Caries B. Wourerrz: Number of votes cast—160. 


Necessary for a choice—81. A Kenneth Martin received 124. 
William H. Evans received 36. 


R..E..S1r Brngamin F. Downina: You have elected A. Ken- 
neth Martin as Grand Treasurer, Ken, do you accept? 


R..E..Sir A. Kennera Martin: I didn’t know I was getting 


into a spirited contest but I do appreciate the support I received 
and I do accept. 


V..E.“,.Ropert G. Witson, JR.: I nominate the present Grand 
Recorder R.:.E.:.George A. Weeks. I did considerable work with 
him during the past few months and I was very much pleased 
with the service from his office. 


E..Sir Cuarius W. Pixe: I second the nomination, move that 
the nominations be closed and the nomination be by acclamation. 
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The vote was taken and George A. Weeks was nominated as 
Grand Recorder for the ensuing year. 


R..E..Sm Joun E. Rives: By reason of his own choice Sir 
Knight James Young has asked not to be a candidate for this 
nomination for the next three years. I believe that this Grand 
Commandery owes him a debt of thanks for the work that he has 
done during his service. 


In his stead I would like to place in nomination as Trustee of 
the Grand Fund for the next three years the name of Sir Knight 
Harold 8. Crocker of Brockton. 


The vote was taken and Harold S. Crocker was nominated as 
Trustee of the Grand Fund for three years. 


The above nominations were seconded and the officers duly 
elected. 


Tar Deputy Granp Commanper: I would like at this time to 
express my thanks to the Past Commanders of my own Com- 
mandery, Boston Commandery No. 2 of Boston for being here 
today and serving on the escort. It is a privilege, as I have said 
to them, that occurs once in a lifetime when they can act as escort 
to one of their own Past Commanders who is being elevated to 
the position of Grand Commander. 


Tur Granp Commanper: We will now go into the Installation 
of Officers. I am going to turn the Grand Commandery over to 
R..E..Sir Frank H. Wilson, Past Grand Commander for the 
purpose of installing the officers, assisted by R..E..Sir George 
A. Weeks, Past Grand Commander as Marshall. 


R..E..Sim Frank H. Winson: Gardiner, it is a great pleasure 
for me as I receive you as the number one Knight Templar of the 
Grand Commandery of Massachusetts and Rhode Island, the 
oldest Grand Commandery and the only one having Jurisdiction 
over more than one State. 


Your duties will be many and varied and we know that with 
your experience the problems that come up will be in good hands. 
You now hold the top office in all the York Rite Bodies and we 
ee that the ideals of our predecessors will be carried on in good 

aith, 


You have advanced to this exalted position through many years 
of service. You have served several years as Potentate of Aleppo 
Temple and you now hold the office of Imperial Assistant Rabban 
of the Imperial Council of: the Shrine of North America. We 
look forward to the time, three years from now, when you will 
assume the position now held by Harold Lloyd and I add my 
congratulations to you. 


You are presiding justice of the Probate Court in Suffolk 
County. We all assure you that in this Court of Grand Com- 
mandery there will be no appeal from your decisions. 
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I confer on you this great honor and jewel with a great deal of 
pleasure to yourself and a great deal of honor to the Fraternity. 
I conduct you to your chair as head of your Grand Commandery 
and extend hearty congratulations from your fraters. 


Grand Commander, behold your Grand Commandery! Grand 
Commandery, behold your Grand Commander! 


Tue Granp Commanper: Thank you very much. The appoint- 
ments include almost all of the officers who served this past year. 
In fairness to the few not serving again I would like to say that a 
member of the Educational Fund was relieved at his own request. 
Also E.:.Sir Stephen G. Wooliver felt it necessary to relinquish 
his duties due to his duties in the Grand Chapter and Grand 
Council. 


As a result of this there are two new appointments: E.-.Sir 
Alfred C. Blake, Past Commander of Boston Commandery, as 
Commander of the Seventh Division, and E...Sir John B. Naylor, 
Past Commander of Gethsemane Commandery, as Commander 
of the Eighth Division. 


R..E..Sm Frank H. Wirson installed the rest of the officers. 


Tue Granp Commanper: There are a few remarks I would 
like to make. While this is not a speech I do want to announce 
some policies. I want to express my deep appreciation to my 
namesake in the Grand Commandery for not only making the 
election legal but also doing it briefly. I have already stated that 
*Sir Gray, through his own choice, has discontinued his mem- 
hership on the Educational Fund. Division Commander Wooliver 
also discontinued in line through his own choice. 


Eye 


There has been some comment with reference to the appoint- 
ments to the Grand Commandery Line. All Grand Commanders 
are entitled to their own opinions. I personally believe that it 
is far more important to place in the Grand Line a man who has 
displayed qualities of leadership rather than a man who only has 
geographical location in his favor. I am sure that Eisenhower 
was picked as leader of the allied forces because of his leadership 
qualities and not because of the State he happened to come from. 
What I hope I will see this year throughout the Commanderies are 
qualities of leadership in the office of Commander. Without 
leadership we and the Commandery are done. 


I was interested in the figures presented by Frank Wilson. I 
am a great believer in statistics, not for themselves alone, but 
because they prove facts. Without statistics a business doesn’t 
realize whether or not it is going on the rocks. 


One or two Commanderies show a net loss of membership of 
over 13%. You will realize that at the same continued rate of 
loss these same Commanderies will be dead in from eight to nine 
years. For that reason I have had prepared this page of Grand 
Commandery Statistics of Strengths and Weaknesses. I want to 
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place one in the hands of every member of Grand Commandery. 
I believe that he who sees and reads may perhaps gain helpful in- 
formation from this. These statistics list the Commanderies in 
numerical order giving their membership in 1945, 1948, and 1949: 
the net change in each Commandery in a five year period, and the 
number of candidates each Commandery must get to at least: 
hold even this coming year. These figures show that sixteen 
Commanderies show a net loss for the five year period from 1945 
to 1949. Twenty-four Commanderies show a net loss for last year, 
while twelve Commanderies show a loss for both the five year 
and the one year periods. Half of the Commanderies in this 
jurisdiction are not rowing their weight in the boat, and are slowly 
bleeding to death. 


I have no right to urge consolidation of Commanderies. How- 
ever, when I was Commander of Boston Commandery, William 
Parkman Commandery and Boston Commandery combined. 
Compare the story of William Parkman and St. George’s Com- 
manderies. One, while still with substantial money in the bank, 
and with its banners flying, consolidated with Boston Com- 
mandery. They would have done just as well to have consolidated 
with any other Commandery; but they came into Boston Com- 
mandery with their banners flying and were greeted as Sir Knights. 
A Past Commander of William Parkman Commandery is now 
Recorder of Boston Commandery, another is Associate Prelate, 
and we now have the largest Commandery in the jurisdiction. 


Now look at St. George’s Commandery. They slowly bled to 
death. They would not consider consolidation, refused to permit 
demits, and there came a day when we took over the assets, such 
as they were. Her flags were pulled down and she ceased to exist. 
A weak Commandery slowly bleeding to death in public not only 
causes local damage in its own community, but it also reflects 
adversely on Templary throughout the entire jurisdiction. 


_ These figures clearly show those Commanderies who may die 
in from eight to nine years. They should consider putting men 
at the head who can keep them alive, or else seriously consider 
the virtues of consolidation. 


I honor the Order of Knight Templary. My father was a 
Knight Templar before me, and my only regret is that he is not 
here in my stead. The history of Tem/plary, and the remarks of 
high ranking Masons, make me believe that we can be a power 
for good. But we can’t do it with a shrinking membership and 
with leaders sitting still while reflecting on the glories of the past. 


I picked two men this year to fill appointments as Division 
Commanders who through their powers of leadership have set 
shining examples. I picked one because I believed he had the 
personality and aggressiveness to make a good leader. I picked 
the other because he showed the way by increasing the member- 
ship of his own Commandery thirty to thirty-three percent. We 
badly need that kind of leadership. 
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With regard to plans for this year I will be brief. This coming 
year I want increased membership. It is going to be a real task 
to follow Ken Martin who has done a splendid job; I realize from 
my association with the National Shrine that the seven fat years 
were perhaps over two years ago, and it is going to be a real task 
to equal his record. I am sending out this Official Circular No. 1 
in the morning mail. In it I am endeavoring to accent the question 
of membership committees. Each Commander in Massachusetts 
and Rhode Island is requested forthwith to appoint a Membership 
Committee which shall in any event include a member from each 
Chapter in its jurisdiction,—and also if possible one member from 
each eligible Blue Lodge and Council. For some Commanders 
that will be easy. For others, with many eligible bodies in their 
jurisdiction, it will be a little more difficult. However, it is the 
request of the Grand Commander—the order of the Grand Com- 
mander—that there be a Membership Committee. Among the 
members of that committee there must be at least one member 
from each Chapter. Each member of the committee will have 
certain duties, among which will be, without fail, to furnish his 
Commander with each monthly notice from respective Chapters, 
Councils and Blue Lodges; obtain, if possible, a list of all candi- 
dates in each of said bodies during the past three years; and 
attend meetings of said “lower” bodies whenever possible. I 
don’t need to tell you, Sir Knights, that the continued life of the 
Grand Commandery in these States depends on new blood. 
Statistics show, that due to deaths, demits and suspensions, for 
ea seven new applications there is a net membership gain of 

ut two. 


Welcome cooperation is confidently expected this year from the 
York Rite Grand Bodies, especially from the new Grand High 
Priest. It looks almost as though the day has at last come when 
some of the great minds of Grand Lodge and Grand Chapter and 
Grand Council have come to a realization that it actually tends 
to strengthen the so-called ‘lower’ bodies if a man goes forward 
to the Commandery and the Shrine. For he must hold continued 
membership in the “lower” bodies and thereby improves their 
financial status. Because of that belief I can’t visualize any 
Christian Brother in Massachusetts or Rhode Island, with the 
necessary financial resources, who should fail to become a Knight 
Templar. The new membership results could be beyond compre- 
hension if the boys will go out and do the work. 


I agree with my immediate predecessor on the necessity of 
publicity. ‘Let your light so shine” that your good works 
may be seen. I am perhaps publicity minded, but the only way 
“the light shines” is through newspapers or radio if the world is 
to see and know that there still are organizations like ours in New 
England. There is nothing like organized, planned publicity. 
No publicity is successful unless it is planned and planned. A 
special effort is to be made this year to push publicity to the 
limit. You have all noticed pictures of a certain gentleman, high 
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in church circles, appearing almost daily in the public press. 
That is all the proper but obvious result of planned, professional 
publicity. Commanders should assure advance releases for news- 
paper use concerning all functions. Commanders are urged to 
at once furnish “glossy,” personal pictures to the Grand Recorder’s 
office for publicity use. We are going to get publicity for Templary 
this year. 

With reference to the Semi-Annual Conclave, hopes are high 
for an old-time parade of Knights Templar on Sunday, May 28, 
and probably a mammoth Boston Garden gathering. There has 
been some question as to whether or not we can conduct a meeting 
on a Sunday and I have got to familiarize myself with regulations 
along those lines. But with the greatest Christian organization 
in the history of the world—and there is no question about that— 
there should be no objection to a Sunday observance. Plans are 
not yet entirely completed but further announcement will follow. 
I repeat, we hope to have, on the Sunday before Memorial Day, 
a parade through the streets of Boston, stopping at the Boston 
Garden, and combined with some sort of a mammoth York Rite 
meeting arrangement. A parade of a Christian, uniformed Order 
on the streets of Boston would be a wonderful sight, and it can 
be done so as to make it a credit to Templary. If all goes well I 
guarantee it will be held. 

With regard to the Educational Fund, every effort should be 
made to familiarize all Sir Knights with the availability and 
splendid purposes of this Fund. 

In the notice you will receive tomorrow morning there is con- 
siderable information regarding inspections. The conduct of 
inspections is left to the Division Commander, as Inspecting 
Officer, and as the representative of the Grand Commander. The 
schedule has been streamlined since I believe that this makes for 
larger attendance and larger formations. 

The long form opening will be omitted. The short form opening 
will be at 5:30 P.M., and then you will spring right in to the com- 
plete work through the Fourth Libation. At 6:45 P.M., recess 
for dinner, and at 8:00 P.M., form the lines—followed by the 
Official Count, Inspection and Review, and continuation of the 
work, including the Fifth Libation, Knighting, and Flags, but 
omitting the Sepulchre-Prelate, and Attributes. The inspections 
will be wholly under the Division Commanders, and they may 
announce the mark if they desire. My personal feeling is that 
inspection night is the Inspecting Officer’s big moment, so until 
somebody sells me a better idea don’t look for the Grand Com- 
mander to be present. The Inspecting Officer should run the 
show, and if you are thinking of inviting me make it preferably 
some other night. 

I assure you, that to my mind, no Commandery this year, after 
the warnings we have had, and no Commander who fully believes 
in Templary, will expect a creditable mark if they show a net loss 
in membership. 
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I have taken more time than I intended. The circular which 
you will receive in the mail tomorrow will include the main points 
which I have just outlined. During my term in office I will try to 
combine some of my father’s friendship, diplomacy, and kindly 
manner, with what they tell me, is my own aggressiveness. You 
may rest assured that I will let the chips fall where they may and, 
if my health holds out—I know my spirit will—the Christian 
Brethren of Massachusetts and Rhode Island are going to have a 
real run for their money. 


(The Grand Commander’s remarks were greeted with generous 
applause.) 


Tue GRAND ComManbEr: The Past Commanders Association 
will meet immediately following this meeting in the room next 
to the Grand Recorder’s office. 


Tue Granp Recorper: If I may, through you, address a few 
words to our new Grand Treasurer, Ken Martin. 


Allow me to be the first to congratulate you on your new office 
of Grand Treasurer. I also want to greet you into a very ex- 
clusive group of Past Grand Commanders of this jurisdiction. 
If John Temple Rice were present he would say that you are the 
youngest permanent member of the Grand Encampment of the 
United States. 

This Grand Commandery has long recognized your ability as a 
leader, and you have honored the Grand Commandery by your 
accomplishments. It is customary to present the outgoing Grand 
Commander with something and it is with much pleasure that I 
pin on your breast your Past Grand Commander’s jewel which 
will show wherever you go that you are a Past Grand Commander. 


So that you will be suitably arrayed, here is the rosette for your 
chapeau and the shoulder straps for your coat. Also, I have been 
instructed by your good wife to present to you from her on this 
occasion this Past Grand Commander’s belt.

To the Grand Commandery Officers, Eminent Commanders and

(To be read at the head of the lines) 
GREETINGS: 


It becomes necessary for me, as your Grand Commander, to 
call your attention to the Constitution and Regulations of this 
Grand Commandery, regarding Jurisdictional Lines, and to the 
Release of Jurisdiction in the event that a Petition for the Orders 
is received from a candidate residing beyond the Limit of Juris- 
diction. 

For some time this has not been strictly adhered to—we find 
cases where Releases of Jurisdiction has not been requested, also 


cases where Releases of Jurisdiction have not been granted when 
requested. 


To hold up a Release of Jurisdiction, when requested in due 
and regular form and thus depriving a prospective member from 


going where his friends and associates are, is not the True 
Templar Spirit. ; 


To change our Jurisdictional Lines, it would requi Constitu- 
tional Amendment to our Grand Constitution. a ae ie. 


I must therefore advise you that the Original Jurisdiction of 
Constituent Commanderies as laid down in the Constitution and 
Regulations of this Grand Commandery (See Article XVII, Sec- 


tion 1) 7s now and has always been in fuil d there- 
fore must still be adhered to. aire anaes aie Ware 


_Commanderies should courteously request a Release of Juris- 
diction on the Petition for the Orders Templary from a candidate, 
who resides in the territory under the exclusive Jurisdiction of a 
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neighboring Commandery. This request should be granted. I 
quote from Article XIX, Section 5 beginning at the 15th line. 


“In the event of a violation of this Section, the Commandery 

so offending shall be subject to discipline and be required to 

pay over to the Commandery having Jurisdiction the amount 

of Fees received for such admission.” 

Article XVI, Section 5 
No appeal shall lie to the Commandery from a decision of the 
Commander. When the decision involves the construction or 
effect of the Constitution, Statutes or Rituals of the Grand 
Encampment, or the Laws of the Grand Commandery, or 
By-laws of the Commandery, an appeal may be taken to the 
Grand Commandery by the Constituent Commandery, but 
pending the decision of the appeal, such ruling of the Com- 
mander shall be in full force and effect. 


Article XVII, Section 2 

In case of an emergency arising due to the unwarranted abuse 
of the rights of Jurisdiction as exercised by any Commandery 
and when such rights are exercised against the general welfare 
of the Order, the Grand Commander may, with the advice 
of the Deputy Grand Commander, the Grand Generalissimo 
and the Grand Captain General, declare any stated Juris- 
diction concurrent for any specified time not exceeding six 
months. 


Although your Grand Commander and his Grand Commandery 
Officers do appreciate the aggressiveness and the work being done 
by Commandery Officers in obtaining Petitions, and doing every- 
thing in their power to increase the membership in their respective 
Commanderies, I must, as your Grand Commander, remember my 
Vow of Office: 

All Grand Commandery Officers, including all Officers of every 
Constituent Commandery have taken a solemn vow ‘To support 
and maintain the Constitution and Regulations of this Grand Com- 
mandery.”’

Right Eminent Past Grand Commander 
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which occurred suddenly, during the early hours, at his home in 
Wrentham, Massachusetts on December 21, 1948. 

George Lincoln Dodd, son of Horace and Susan (Lincoln), was 
born in Boston (Charlestown District), Massachusetts, on May 3, 
1868. In 1873, his parents moved to Boston, Massachusetts. 

He attended the Rice Primary and Rice Grammar Public 
Schools, and he graduated from Chauncy Hall School in 1884. 

In 1887, he entered the employment of Cutler & Company, Dry 
Goods Merchants, and remained there until 1901, when he suc- 
ceeded his uncle, Edward P. Wilbur (who died in 1901). He later 
formed a partnership with Arthur Hazard, and upon the death of 
his partner, Sir Knight Dodd continued the business until his 
retirement in July, 1948. . 

He moved to Wrentham, Massachusetts in 1910, and lived there 
until his death. 

He was united in marriage with Miss Ethel May Wing on 
March 25, 1920. 

He became interested in Masonry and was Raised in Washing- 
ton Lodge A.F. & A.M., on May 12, 1910. 

He was Exalted in Mt. Vernon Royal Arch Chapter, Roxbury, 
Massachusetts, on November 24, 1910. 

He was Greeted in Boston Council Royal and Select Masters 
Boston, Massachusetts, on April 26, 1917. 

He was Knighted in Joseph Warren Commandery No. 26 K. T., 
Roxbury, Massachusetts, on February 6, 1911 and served as 
Eminent Commander during 1916-1917. He also served as 
Treasurer of Joseph Warren Commandery No. 26 K.T., from June, 
1919, to June, 1948. 

He was appointed an officer in the Grand Commandery Knights 
Templars of Massachusetts and Rhode Island by Right Eminent 
Sir Henry C. Dexter on October 27, 1921, and was elected Grand 
Commander in 1932. 

He held Honorary Membership in St. Johns Commandery 
No. 1, De Molay Commandery No. 7, Haverhill Commandery 
No. 14, and Puerto Rico Commandery, Puerto Rico, B. W. I. 

He was Grand Representative of the Grand Commandery K.T., 
of Virginia near this Grand Jurisdiction. 

He was a member of the Massachusetts and Rhode Island Asso- 
ciation of Knights Templars Commanders; and was a member of 
the Past Grand Commanders Association of New England. 


In civil life, he served in the following capacities: 


During World War I, he served as Chairman of the Wrentham 
Committee on Safety, Chairman of the Wrentham Red: Cross, 
Chairman of all the Liberty Bond Drives, and Chairman of Food 
and Fuel for Wrentham. 

He was a member of the Chauncy Hall Association. 

Member of the Selective Service Board 102 during World WarlI. 


Member and President of the Republican Institution in the 
Town of Boston, 1932. 
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Member of the Massachusetts Society Sons of the American 
Revolution. 


He served as Treasurer of the Bunker Hill Associates. 

Member and Treasurer of the Wrentham Chapter of the Red 
Cross. 

Served in the Massachusetts House of Representatives in 1925- 
1926 (then the 10th Norfolk District) also in 1933-1934 (now the 
11th Norfolk District). 

Chairman of the Town of Wrentham Appropriation and Ad- 
visory Committee from 1926 to 1935. 

Chairman of the Republican Committee of Wrentham. 

He was a member of the Original Wrentham Congregational 
Church of Wrentham and served on the Executive Board for many 
years. 


He was a true and courteous Sir Knight and did honor to our 
Fraternity. To know him was to admire him for his honorable 
character. His friendly nature was his genial personality, which 
made him a welcomed guest at all Templary gatherings, and the 
great fellowship which prevailed thereat, was in a large measure 
the result of his inspiration and presence. He was with us at our 
last annual Conclave, and the warmth of the greetings he received 
from all Sir Knights in attendance was a tribute of high esteem in 
which he was held by all Sir Knights.

Interment was in the Forest Hills Cemetery, Jamaica Plain, 
Massachusetts.

Arlan Murray Spencer, son of Mr. and Mrs. Joseph Spencer, 
was born in Orange, Massachusetts on June 30, 1876. 

He attended the public schools in Orange, Massachusetts, and 
when a young man, became a pharmacist having licenses to oper- 
ate in Massachusetts, New Hampshire and Vermont. For a time, 
he worked in drug stores in Massachusetts and New Hampshire, 
and later traveled for a number of years as a salesman for the 
Eastern Drug Company. He later became associated with the 
sales department of the Revere Brass and Copper Company of 
Rome, New York. 

During World War I, and for a time thereafter, he was engaged 
in the screw manufacturing business, and in recent years, as a 
manufacturer’s representative in the handling and sales of man- 
ufacturers’ supplies. 
one was united in marriage with Florence E. Clark on June 10, 

In 1916, he moved to Springfield, Massachusetts and lived there 
until his death which occurred on his birthday. 

He became interested in Masonry and was Raised in Social 
Friends Lodge, No. 42, Keene, New Hampshire on May 7, 1900 
from which he dimitted and joined Orange Lodge, Orange, Massa- 
chusetts. 

He was Exalted in Cheshire Royal Arch Chapter No. 4, Keene, 
New Hampshire on February 13, 1902 and affiliated with Crescent 
Royal Arch Chapter, Orange, Massachusetts on January 5, 1912. 

He was Greeted in Springfield Council Royal and Select Masters, 
Springfield, Massachusetts on May 28, 1941.

No. 1, Springfield Commandery No. 6, Jerusalem Commandery

Honorary Member of Boston Commandery No. 2. 

He was a member of the Massachusetts and Rhode Island Asso- 
ciation of Knights Templars Commanders, and he was a member 
of the Past Grand Commanders Association of New England. 

He was for many years, Chairman of the Standing Committee 
of the Church of the Unity, Springfield, Massachusetts. 

Sir Knight Spencer was a true Knight Templar, and his smile 
brought sunshine where ever he went. His friendly nature and 
his genial personality made him a most welcomed guest at all 
Templary Gatherings. He was with us at our last Annual Con- 
clave and he will be missed by all Sir Knights when we meet again 
this year, and in the years to come.

To the Eminent Commanders and Recorders: 


Sim Kyicuts: 


The subject of Suspensions is of vital importance to each and 
every Sir Knight in this Grand Jurisdiction. 

In the past there has been a tendency in the Spring for Com- 
manderies to attempt to clear their records by issuing Suspensions 
without proper investigation being made. It is far easier to re- 
instate a Sir Knight than it is to locate a new member. 


When you are considering Suspensions, I wish you would appoint 
a committee that would wait on the Sir Knight in question and 
receive full information and also to ascertain what could be done 
to re-instate him and have him become more active a member in 
your Commandery. : 

Some Commanderies will go through the Templar year working 
diligently to increase Membership and during the final months 
will then Suspend more Sir Knights than have been taken in, 
consequently, there is a net loss. 

As I have stated in a previous letter, any Commandery that 
does not show an increase year after year, is allowing that Com- 
mandery to fall behind and this is a condition that must not exist 
in this Grand Jurisdiction. I realize there are times when a Sir 
Knight should be suspended, but upon investigation, I find that 
these occur only on rare occasions. I certainly believe that if a 
Sir Knight cannot be re-instated, due to financial difficulties, an 
arrangement should be made whereby his past indebtedness to the 
Commandery should be considered from every angle and if the 
full amount cannot be collected, why not collect a small amount 
and get that Sir Knight again active in your Commandery, and 
you will receive his annual dues, which after all will help to keep 
your financial affairs in a more healthy condition. 

Before any Sir Knight is suspended, I would like a full and com- 
plete report issued, marked for the attention of the writer at the 
Grand Commandery office, because everything must be done to 
help rehabilitate some of the Sir Knights rather than to suspend 
them. 

It is good business and it will work wonders. It will help you 
complete your Commandery year knowing that you have exem- 
plied the real Templar Spirit, and have not taken any action that 
might cause some dissension among the friends of these Sir 
Knights in question.
